Flower petals served as public re- 
minders of the assassination of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy 13 years ago 
yesterday. 

Flowers were placed on the hillside 
at Arlington National Cemetery 
where he is buried, in Dallas near 
where he was shot, and in Boston, 
once his home and political base. 

In Dallas a decision to cancel the 
annual memorial observance turned it 
into a larger service than in past 
years. About 300 persons went to a 10- 
minute service, which was resched- 
uled at the last minute at the city’s 
memorial to Kennedy. 

“It’s a strange thing,” said John Sis- 
som, head of the Kennedy Museum, 
created in Dallas seven years ago. 
“The mayor canceled the ceremonies 
because of lack of attendance and be- 
cause the people didn't support it and 
now they apparently want to continue 
it.” 

At daybreak in Washington, mem- 
bers of the Kennedy family knelt in 
prayer at the graves of the slain Presi- 
dent and his brother, Robert, who was 
assassinated less than five years later. 
r Meanwhile, Dallas police gathered 
(records of the killing, subpoenaed by 
a House committee investigating as- 
sassinations.
